The first order of business 
before the Belle*Glade City 
Commission Monday night was 
to elect a new mayor, vice may- 
or, treasurer and appointment 
of a city attorney. 

Steve Weeks, who was 
recently elected to his third 
term on the city commission, 
was chosen by his fellow com- 
missioners to serve as mayor. 
This is the first time he has 
served in this capacity. He was

vice-mayor his last term. 

He replaces out-going mayor 
Bill Bailey, who lost his bid for 
a seat on the commission last 
month by a small margin to 
Rodney Connell. 

Mayor Weeks is co-owner of 
Seminole Supply Company in 
Belle Glade. He and his wife, 
Mary, have three children.

fit to name me mayor,” said 
Weeks. 

He said that while he real- 
izes it is more of a honorary 
title than anything else, "I'm 
also very humbled and I'll try 
to do my best,” he said. 

Longtime commissioner 
Daniel S. Bythwood was chosen 
vice-mayor and Happy Tucker 
will serve as treasurer. 

Attorney John Baker was re- 
appointed as the city's attorney 
for another one year term. Mr. 
Baker has been the city's attor- 
ney for 29 years. 

Mayor Weeks said he would 
like to see the City investigate 
the possibility of hiring an 
‘assistant city attorney to help 
take some of the work load off. 
Mr. Baker. 

Commissioner Tucker said he 
opposes the hiring of another 
attorney because of the cost 


* and suggested the city manag- 


er and mayor look at the possi- 
bility of hiring a paralegal 
assistant for Attorney Baker. 

He said he believes it will be 
less costly for the city and he 
could not support the cost of 
another attorney. 

Commissioner Harma Miller 
told Attorney Baker he was 
doing an excellent job for the 
city, "but let's face it, you could 
get sick and no one is going to 
be around forever.”

Pahokee youngster 
accidentally shoots self

A Pahokee youngster was in 
serious condition Wednesday 
morning following an acciden- 
tal shóoting. 

On Tuesday at approximate- 
ly 11:55 p.m., the Palm Beach 
County Sheriff's Office, upon 
«the request of the Pahokee 
Police Department, responded 
to a call at 881 Palm Boulevard 
in Pahokee. 

Upon arrival, sheriff's detec- 
tives learned that a four year 
old female, Mirunza West had 
shot herself accidentally in the 
stomach with a .25 caliber 
handgun outside the residence. 

It is not known how the child 
came in possession of the gun. 

The child's mother Sharon 


Smith, 25, was inside the 
house with three other chil- 
dren when the shooting 
occurred, А 

“Smith and her four children 
live in the house with her sis- 
ter Audrey Kennedy, 21, and 
two nephews, 16 and 17. ` 

West was taken to St. Mary's 
Hospital via Trauma Hawk 
were she underwent surgery 
and since that time her condi- 
tion has been updated from 
critical to serious 

Presently, the case is still 
under investigation and will be 
presented to the Palm Beach 
County State Attorney's office.

Owner of Calusa Lanes protests truck 
ice business next to her property

"Anybody wanna buy a build- 
ing?" was the parting shot of an 
angry business owner to Belle 
Glade City Commissioners 
Monday night. 

Janie Harper, owner of the 
local bowling alley, says she is 
mad that a truck ice business 
has moved in next to her busi- 
ness on South Main Street. 

She has owned and operated 
Calusa Lanes for over three 


* years. Recently, city officials 


gave permission for Kirby Nor- 
man and James Chamblee to 
begin plans to open Glades 
Truck Ice on the property adja- 


cent to Calusa Lanes. The busi- 
ness used to be located on 
Avenue L, next to Glades Ford. 

Before permission could be 
granted for that type of opera- 
tion, the request had to go 
before the City's Planning and 
Zoning Board. Notices were 
sent to all property owners 
whose land is adjacent to the 
property, but Ms. Harper said 
she did not receive notice. 

"If I'd һауе known you were 
going to do this I would have 
protested, but I wasn't given a 
chance: I wasn't notified," she 
said. 

The notice was mailed to her 
brother, J. Michael Ryon іп 


New Port Richey. He is listed as 
the treasurer for the business. 

Ms. Harper said her brother, 
a lawyer, did not receive the 
notice. She said every piece of 
mail coming into his office is 
opened and stamped with the 
date it was received. "Believe 
me, if he had gotten it, I would 
know,” she said. 

Now, she said, 18-wheel 
trucks and dump trucks are 
driving across her parking lot 
to get to Glades Truck Ice. She 
just had the parking lot paved 
last year. "This was made for 
cars, not 18-wheelers," she said. 

She said she spoke to Mr.

"Farm Family of Year" 


A pioneer farm family from 
Pahokee was honored with the 
"Farm Family of the Year" 
award by the Western Palm 
Beach County Farm Bureau 
Tuesday night. 

Farm Bureau member Ray 
Caruthers introduced the 
Lewis Friend family by saying 


. "Every area has folks who 


mean something special. We in 
the Glades are special - we 
have some of the most óut- 
standing people in the world." 

Lewis Friend is a former 
mayor of Pahokee. He was born 
in Lamar, Colorado in 1913 and 
moved to the the area called 
East Beach with his family in 
1917. 

His father, Frank, owned one 


` of the first tractors in the area. 


He had to drive the Fordson 


. from Loxahatchee to Pahokee 


through wilderness since there 
were no roads west of Loxa- 
hatchee. 

At age 15, Lewis spent the 
1928 hurricane huddled in the 
front seat of a car parked next 
to the school house. 


In 1932, he joined his father 
in the farming business. They 
grew beans, peppers, and egg- 
plant. A little later they 
brought the first potato seeds 
to the area. Lewis was also a 
pioneer in cattle production in 
the Glades. 

He married Gethie Smith in 
1935. She had moved to Paho- 
kee as a young girl from Mis- 
sissippi. They have three 
daughters, Kay Korbly, Cyndy 
Schrimsher, and Merry Ann 
Friend. They have five grand- 
children and two great-grand- 
children. Lewis sérved as May- 
or of Pahokee form 1950 to 
1955. He is a charter member 
of the Board of Directors of 
Sugar Cane Growers Coopera- 
tive; a director at the Bank of 
Pahokee, a former director of 
East Beach Water Management | 
District and a past director of 
the Florida Fruit and Vegetable 
Association. He is а member of 
the Elks and Rotary Clubs and 
the First United Methodist: 
Church of Pahokee. He enjoys 
fishing and hunting.

City Planning and Building 
Administrator Gene Simmons 
said she has also spread fill dirt 
on the property and removed 
the fill that was spilling over 
onto city sidewalks.

Lake Okeechobee boaters, 
fishermen and guides can now 
get current information on 
aquatic weed control activities 
conducted by the South Florida 
Water Management District. 
The District has installed an 
800 phone number to update 
callers on where and when 
work crews will be applying 
herbicide on the lake. 

By dialing 1-800-637-7516, 
the caller will heár a recorded 
message offering the latest 
information to help those on 
the lake avoid areas where Dis- 
trict personnel will be working. 
The information will be current. 
and updated frequently and 


will be available 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week. In 
addition, the District is posting 
signs at all boat ramps on the 
lake with similar information. 

The maintenance of floating 
aquatic weeks, primarily water 
lettuce and water hyacinth, is 
an ongoing effort by the Dis- 
trict which spends approxi- 
mately $800,000 a year on her- 
bicide spraying on the lake: 
Without any natural enemies, 
these exotic weeds grow uncon- 
trolled. 

By providing this informa- 
tion, the DIstrict hopes to 
divert boat traffic around spray 
areas.

Quota Hunt Permits Available from Game Commission 


As hunting season nears, the 
Game and Fresh Water Fish 
Commission is reminding 
hunters who use public wildlife 
management areas (WMAs) not. 
to forget about quota hunt per- 
mit requirements. 

Quota hunt permits, in addi- 
tion to licenses and certain 
stamps, are required for the 
first nine days of the general 
gun season on most wildlife 
management areas and for spe- 
cial pre-season and post-season 
hunts. 

Eddie White, the Commis- 
sion’s quota hunt coordinator, 
said hunters who have not 
received a quota hunt permit 
already should apply this week 


before the third phase of the 
permitting process begins. 

"Hunters who already have 
received a special and/or regular 
quota hunt permit may obtain” 
additional permits during the 
third phase which begins Oct. 
2," White said. "Those who wish 
to obtain additional permits 
should complete another regular 
and/or special quota hunt appli- 
cation and mail it to the address 
shown on the forms." 

The wildlife management 
area stamp tab that is required 
for all applications submitted 
before-Oct. 2 is not required 
during the third phase. After 
Oct. 1 hunters may write their 
wildlife management area
